SPRINGFIELD, Mo., Feb. 5 — Or- 
ganiaztion of a new bank or trust 
company to purchase part of the 
assets of the H ilan d Banking com­ 
pany which closed its doors Jan­ 
uary 15 became practically assured 
last night at the close of a confer­ 
ence between Ed. Mays, prominent 
St. Louis 
banker, 
several of his 
associates and Frank G. Millspaugh, 
state finance commissioner. 
Under the plan the new company, 
which would not necessarily have 
any connection with the old, would 
agree to advance to all depositors 
Af the Holland Banking Company, a 
Wibstantial part of their deposits 
without interest charges to the de­ 
positors until the depositors receive 
a dividend. 
The incentive for a new company 
t o do this for depositors of the old 
bank, would be that the new com­ 
pany would come into an establish­ 
ed business and probably would re­ 
ceive a large share of its earljf 
deposits from the present deposit­ 
ors of the Holland Banking Com­ 
pany. 
Mr. Mays and his associates will 
announce a new organization “with­ 
in a reasonably short time,” in the 
opinion of Mr. Millspaugh. 
Nego­ 
tiations here yesterday progressed 
to the point where Mr. Millspaugh 
expressed his optimism for 
the

formation 
of 
the 
proposed 
new- company.

JEFFERSON CITY. Mo.. Feb. 5.— 
Riddled with buckshot the bodies of 
the three conicts who escaped from 
the penitentiary yesterday after kill­ 
ing James Hart, 
a sixty-year-old 
guard, were back at the prison today. 
Queer actions of a dog resulted in 
the capture. 
They were shot 
to 
death last night by prison guards 
after they had taken refuge in a 
hay stack on a farm five miles sonth- 
east of here. 
A dozen penitentiary guards found 
the fugitives huddled in a hay pile 
to protect themselves from the se­ 
vere blizzard which had visited this 
vicinity several hours earlier. 
No 
sooner had the guards appeared than 
one of the trio opened fire with the 
revolver 
taken 
from 
Hart. 
The 
weapon contained three bullets, and 
these were fired at the guards who 
immediately returned the fire. 
The bodies of the convicts were 
loaded on a truck and returned to 
the penitentiary. 
The three w*ere 
considered 
in 
prison as “bad men.” 
They were Frank Delcore, serving 
15 years for murder. Jack McFall, 
serving ten years for robbery and 
Miles Thomas, eight years on a bur­ 
glary charge. 
The three men who celled togeth­ 
er, made their escape by filing and 
sawing the lower bars on their cell 
door, then went to the bathroom in 
the basement where they saw*ed the 
bars of a window opening on the 
yard of the stockade. 
The guard 
at a tower failed to see them. They 
then opened fire on the guard, who 
dropped to the floor. The men then 
scaled the wall by means of a lad­ 
der they found nearby and escaped 
in the darkness. 
The murdered guard was taken by 
surprise, bound and gagged 
and 
struck with a club. 
He died soon 
afterward. 
After trailing the three convicts— 
Frank Delcore, 
Jack 
McFall 
and 
Miles Thomas—through the howling 
blizzard to their rendezvous in the 
straw stack, the guards lifted a sack 
from the mouth of a tunnel dug into

years the great stone coffin of T ut­ 
a n k h a m e n stood forth yesterday in 
all its majesty, shorn of its protec­ 
tive nest of golden shrine*" 
The fourth casket p 
rn H ow ­ 
ard C arter’s experienced hands, a 
less formidable problem than was 
surmised, and a few hours* work suf­ 
ficed to disengage the searophagus. 
Then it was seen th a t the enthus­ 
iasm evoked by the glimpse obtained 
four weeks 
ago of one end of the 
sarcophagus through the open doors 
of the inclosing shrines was justifi­ 
ed. 
As massive in construction as it is 
simple in design, untouched by the 
tooth of time and involate from the 
hands of tomb robbers, this gran­ 
diose stone chest, gleaming pink be­ 
neath the glare of the electric lamps, 
m ust be acclaimed a unique speci­ 
men of the funerary art of the eigh­ 
teenth dynasty. 
The four 
crowned 
goddesses of 
death, who 
in 
traditional 
posture 
stand at the four corners of the cof­ 
fin with wings outspread to shield 
the dead monarch from the forces of 
evil, are boldly and deeply incised— 
full breasted, w ith slender arm s and 
powerfully winged, 
each 
with one 
hand grasping the “Ankh," or key of 
life, which figures in the dead p ha­ 
r a o h s name. 
The lid is massively 
solid and inscribed in bands with 
lines of hieroglyphics. 
The sarophagus is believed to be 
even larger than the massive coffin 
of Haremheh, in an adjoining tomb, 
which itself is a fine specimen of 
eighteenth dynasty sculpture, rough­ 
ly six feet high, five broad and seven I 
long. 
It was an emotional moment for 
the excavators when they first gaz­ 
ed upon this royal coffin, unseen by 
mortals since the undertakers of a n - j 
cient Thebes set 
about 
their long. I 
difficult task of inclosing the sarco- j 
phagus iii its four ornate, florid cay- j 
ings. 
For Mr. Carter the occasion was I 
particularly poignant, for in his long 
years of experience

vouchasfed, nor in 
fact any excavator in the known rec­ 
ords of Egyptology, to gaze upon an 
Egyptian royal sarcophagus unscath­ 
ed by pillagers or maruders.

Address to the People and Official Ballot 
Of the Proposed Amendments to the Constitution of Missouri, as 
Officially Promulgated by the Constitutional Convention, 1922-1923 


(Note—The space reserved in this paper admits the publica­ 
tion only of The Address to the People and the Official Ballot. 
The Constitutional Convention has endeavored in other publi­ 
cations to reach every voter of the State with full information of 
proposed amendments and explanations.) 
Address to the People 
To the People of Missouri: 
Your representatives assembled in convention to revise and 
amend the Constitution of our State submit the result of their work 
for your consideration and action. 
The people voted to call the convention in 1921 and it convened 
May 15, 1922. There were eightv-three members, two from each of 
the thirty-four senatorial districts and fifteen from the State at large. 
The membership was equally divided between the two dominant 
political parties— it was bipartisan. 
Four of the delegates were 
women and in the membership there were labor leaders, farmers, a 
college president; teachers, bankers, business men, editors, and 
lawyers. All parts of the State with its many and diversified interests 
were represented. 
The work of the convention was done first by standing com ­ 
mittees, to which were referred the articles and sections of the 
present Constitution, together with some three hundred and seventy- 
five independent proposals for amendments. 
Committee meetings 
were held for the consideration of all proposals and public hearings 
were held frequently for the convenience of delegations of citizens 
who appeared for or against proposed amendments. 
Extensive 
investigations and studies were conducted, not only of the Consti­ 
tution and laws of our own State and the workings of our State 
government, but of other states as well. 
The committees made 
their reports to the convention, where opportunities for full and free 
consideration and discussion were afforded. 
Space will not permit a detailed statement of the months of 
tireless labor devoted to these tasks. 
Much time of the convention 
was given to consideration of proposals offered by various persons 
and 
organizations, many of which contained 
progressive and 
meritorious suggestions but had to be finally rejected because not 
adapted to the needs of Missouri. 
Every line of e v e r y amendment 
adopted was condensed and corrected to insure brevity and clarity. 
The final draft of the amendments submitted is the composite 
product of the earnest deliberations and careful study of the 
delegates. 
The first Constitution of our State was adopted in 1820, the next 
in 1805 and the last in 1875. 
Those who framed the changes 
embodied in the Constitution of 1875 appreciated the value of historic 
precedent and attempted to adapt that document to the problems 
of that day. Conditions in Missouri have changed since 1875, and it 
has been our aim to propose such changes in that Constitution as 
to enable our government to function properly in accordance with 
present needs. 
In 1875 the population of our State was 1,721,295; in 1920 it was 
8.404,055. 
St. Louis had a population of 310,864; in 1920 it had 
772,879. 
Kansas City had a population of 32,260; in 1920 it was 
324,410. 
The assessed value of property of the State then was 
£567,988,490.00; now it is $4,613,901,497.00. 
The attendance in our 
public schools then was 169,270 ; now it is 736,522. 
The amount of 
money devoted annually to our public schools then was $1,142,959.93; 
in 1922 it was $ 40,499,939.31. 
The running expenses of the State 
government have increased more than twenty-fold. Changes, growth 
and development in farms, mines, factories, transportation, finance, 
social and economic conditions and education will readily suggest 
themselves. 
There have been many efforts to amend our Constitution in 
recent years by submission of amendments by the General Assembly 
or through the initiative. Since 1908 there have been 93 such amend- 


of the adoption of each of the amendments has been more than 
$25,000. 
Regardless of the merits of those proposed amendments, 
or whether they were offered under the stress of local or temporary 
conditions, they had to be considered in the heat of political cam­ 
paigns when other issues were claiming the attention of the voters. 
This convention was called so that if changes were to be made in the 
Constitution they might be submitted only after full consideration 
in the light of the whole Constitution and all related matters. This j 
is the first opportunity for forty-eight years that the people of 
Missouri have had to pass upon amendments framed by a deliberative 
body chosen for that purpose only by the people themselves. 
In 
order that the voters may now have full opportunity to give the 
amendments fair consideration they are to be submitted at a special 
election. 
Our Constitution contains fifteen article? and a schedule, subdi­ 
vided into three hundred and twenty sections. 
The various articles 
deal with separate subject matters and matters properly connected 
therewith. 
The schedule contains the provisions for carrying the 
Constitution into effect and necessary for conducting the government 
during the period of change from the old to the amended Con­ 
stitution. 
The three general departments of our State government are the 
legislative, the executive and the judicial. 
Each is a special depart­ 
ment and in its proper sphere is independent of the others, but all 
are closely related and the activities of each arc interwoven into the 
activities of the others so that they all form a unified trinity in the 
transaction of the business of the State. The legislative department 
is the General Assem bly and consists of the Senate and H ouse of 
Representatives. 
The excutive department consists of the Gov­ 
ernor, Lieutenant Governor, Secretary of State, State Treasurer, 
State Auditor, Attorney-General, Superintendent of Public Schools 
and the numerous departments, bureaus, boards, commissions and 
other agencies to which the administrative and ministerial duties 
of this department have been assigned from time to time during the 
years with the result that an unbusinesslike, confused and over­ 


machinery of government. 
The judicial department is charged with 
the administration of justice and consists of all the courts of the 
State. All these courts should be regarded as one coin cide judicial 


body composed of the various courts having various jurisdiction and 
all the courts In close working relationship with each other for the 
purpose of giving to the State and its citizens the sure, speedy and 
inexpensive disposition of litigation to which they are entitled. 
The 
present Constitution has provided a judicial system which has pre­ 
vented our judges from rendering the service which a more flexible 
system will permit. 
An effort has been made to simplify and 
improve all these departments of government. 
In the m iking of constitutions there has been a tendency in 
modem times to lengthen rather than shorten the statements of 


necessary principles. 
It has been the effort of the framers of these 
amendments to shorten our Constitution wherever it was possible. 
An attempt is made also to hold fast to all those principles of the 
older constitutions which have proved their value through the cen­ 
tury of Missouri’s growth in constitutional government. 
The form of ballot will permit a separate vote on each amend­ 
ment and a majority of the votes cast on any amendment will be 
sufficient for its adoption. 
The members of the convention express their deep appreciation 
of the honor of the service they were delegated to render.

Darkness had settled down and i 
one of the worst blizzards in years j 
was raging. 
One of the ten or more I 
guards in the posse had a lighted 
flashlight which he turned in the di­ 
rection of the passageway in the 
stack. 
All this occurred in a few 
seconds, guards said. 
Opened Fire on Guards. 
Not a word came from the corner­ 
ed desperadoes as the beam of light 
cut through the driving snow and 
revealed them in their hiding place. 
W ith a snarl of rage, Delcore, the 
ring leader, leveled the stolen revol­ 
ver at the guards and began firing. 
But his shots went wild. 
Simultaneously the sawed off riot 
shotguns carried by the ten or more 
guards began roaring—showering a 
hail of lead into the prisoners. 
McFall stumbled out of the straw 
stack and 
dropped 
in his tracks. 
7 Thomas, the 22 year old youth, fell 
dead inside the stack. 
Delcore, the 
ring leader defiant to the last, fell 
to the ground with a dozen or more 
bullets through his body. 
W ith a 
last effort he fumbled for the empty 
revolver w’hich had fallen from his 
hand. 
Seizing it he made a supreme 
attem pt to train the gun on the 
guards but life left him and the re­ 
volver fell to the ground as the no­ 
torious Delcore’s deadv body sprawl­ 
ed on top of it.

the six shells in it empty.

man had fired three shots in escap­ 
ing over the prison wall in the morn­

Apparently 
the trio secured the gun and only 
the six bullets in it after they had 
slugged Guard H art before their es­ 
cape from the prison. 
After a fruitless search lasting all 
day yesterday, word came from a 
farm about two and one-half miles 
southeast of the city that it was 
thought the three men were hiding 
in a barn there. 
Two automobiles 
filled with the posse of guards were 
rushed to the place but a search of 
the barn revealed nothing. 
The far­ 
m er said his dog had run around and 
around the barn for some time hark 
ing furiously. 
Trailed By Tracks in Snow. 
The guards began to search for 
tracks in the snow. 
All afternoon 
the high wind had been driving the 
snow and sleet over the countryside, 
obliterating tracks and making the 
man hunt more difficult. 
Suddenly, however, a faint track 
was discovered by the guards. They 
followed it and began to find foot 
prints of three men. 
The trail went 
through a field and onto the road. 
The posse followed the fast fading 
tracks 
across 
the 
Green 
Berry 
bridge over the Moreau river. 
The 
fleeing men had kept in the road for 
several miles until nearing the farm 
on which they m et death and there 
the tracks were lost. 
A search of 
the barn failed to disclose the three 
convicts and it was then th at the 
posse of guards moved onward a few 
hundred yards to the straw stack in 
which the trio of prisoners made 
their last stand.

hundreds of 
leaden pellets rained down upon the 
three desperadoes in the stack while 
the wind and the blizzard howled 
and mingled with the whine of the 
bullets and the roaring of the pos­ 
se’s guns.

Old residents declared it the most 
daring and spectacular escape since 
Vaughn, Ryan and Raymond dyna­ 
mited the big gate at the peniten­ 
tiary more than twenty years ago 
and then ran throughout the city fir­ 
ing right and left with guns they 
had obtained inside the prison.
